Hitherto the 
question of amending the provisions of 
tlie convention of 1818, or aiming at a 
diH'erent interpretation of these provisions 
has been only for diplomatio correspond- 
ence and coiniuunications. Tho results 
of diplomacy liave, as every one knows, 
been nullified entirely by the action of 
the Senate at Washington. It is hoped, 
however to resume negotiations with the 
States after the November "elections, for 
it would seem almost useless to attempt 
to accomplish anything before then. If 
the resources of diplomacy are exhausted 
without a settlement being reached, then 
it is possible that tho Dominion govern- 
ment would not be unwilling to refer the 
case to any competent and independent 
tribunal as was done in 7807.

Baltimore. Sept, 2. — The moat disast- 
rous lire both to life and property that 
has occurred in this city for many years 
broke out at half past four o'clock this 
morning at lOi) South .Sharp street and 
spreading with great rapidity on either 
side, soon destroyed seven fine four 
storey iron and brick front buildings on 
.Sharp street and the back buildings of 
nearly a whole row of buildings on Ptatt 
street, between Sharp and Hanson. The 
north wall of the building, 109 Sharp 
street, collapsed about 5:40 a. m., and 
buried nine of tho firemen, two of them, 
A. L. Rex and John Kolly, were taken 
out alive but very badly injured. 
Seven were killed. Their names 
are George Bowers, Thomas Wagner, 
Perry Ryan and John A. Comb of No. 2 
Truck Cumpiiny, and Harry Walker, Jas. 
McFee and George Kerins of No. 7 En- 
gine Company. The losses will aggregate 
about ?1, 250,000, upon which there is an 
estimated insurance of 81,000,000. The 
heaviest loss falls upon John King, presi- 
dent of the Erie Railway Company, Ed- 
ward A. Friorez and John Winkleman & 
Co., M. S. Levy & Son, Dobbs, Mudge & 
Co., Tabb Bros,, and Dimraaok, Henry 
S. King ife Sons. 

Fatal Hold I'lrr. 

West Supkriok, Wis., Sept. 2. — Three 
men were burned to death in a hotel early 
this morning. It was about 2 o'clock 
when a policeman noticed flames bursting 
from a window in tho second story of thu 
American House at Third and Tower 
-•V venues. Tho ollicer burst in tho doors 
and alarmed the boardor.s, some of whom 
escaped by the stairs and some Jumped 
from the second story windows. No 
ladders could bo procured which would 
reach to the third story windows, and 
blankets wore hold by those on the street, 
into which the inmates of the i)laco 
jumped, generally escaping witli slight 
injuries. Three iiieu wiio wore burned 
to death were awaiting a chance to jump 
when they were seen to fall back into 
tho burning building. When the 
flames were extinguished search was 
made for tho bodies, which were 
found in tho ruins. All were fear- 
fully burned, and only one has liooii 
identified. Thio one was recognized as 
Patrick Clare, a French-Canadian, who 
came to this city four or five days ago. 
Tho others have not been identified, and 
it is doubtful if , they ever will be, as mcjst 
of the occupants of tho building were 
lumbering men or mineiH who wore 
merely in the city for a day. The fire 
originated in a room occupied by three 
men who had been drunk, and when they 
went to bed left the kerosene lamp burn- 
ing. It is supposed this became over- 
turned and exploded. These three men 
escaped after being severely burned. 

No Man's Lnnil.

CHINESE FBEI&HT8 BMSED^ 

The Inevitable Basutt of Bitter Comiietltlon, 

San Fkanci.soo, Aug. .SI. — Tho throe 
steamship lines which have been strugg- 
for tho China trade have formed a 
|)ool on Hour rates. This morning agents 
iiotiliod shippers that hereafter tho sched- 
ule rate will bo $7 a ton to China. Tho 
agreement, which has been entered into . :' 
by the Pacific Mail, Occidental & Orien- 
tal, and Canadian Pacific, is tlio result of 
a conforence between iMatiHger Kice. of 
the old linos and agents .jf thu Canadian 
company. 

Mr. Rice said this muriiing that during 
tho last few months thu Pacific Mail, Oc- 
cidental & Oriental and Canadian Paoitio 
have been cutting lower, and freights have 
been ridiculously lowered. Westward 
bound cargoes of Hour have been carried 
about 0,000 miles for gS.oO a ton, and ou 
every item freights have been forced away 
down below what they should bo legiti- 
mately. At tho same time the Chinese 
steerage passenger price was marked down 
BO that there was no profit in carrying 
Chinese, although that used to be ono of 
tho most lucrative items in the business. 

The Pacific Mail, and Occidontial & 
Oriental lines on ono side, and the Can- 
adian Pacific on the other, became weary 
of this sort of business. There was no 
monoy in it, and so some days ago there 
was a conference. We have all agreed to 
put up the flour rate to 87 a ton. When 
it was 82.50 a ton it was no better than 
ballast, but at 87 there is a reasonable 
profit in handling it. 

"Are any other rates affected ?" was 
asked. 

" Not as yet," said Rico; " flour is the 
principal article uf export to China,' and 
naturally it would bo the first article to 
receive attention."

Which are the weak States on either 
side, in the present Presidential struggle 
across the b6!;der? This question, is asked 
by many, and remains unanswered by an 
equally numerical force. In the struggle 
■ of 1S84, between Cleveland and Blaine, 
four States wont Democratic by small ma- 
jorities: Connecticut, by 1,'27-t; New 
Jersey, 4,41-2; Indiana, by tl,;i31; and 
Now York, by l,14i). The total vote east 
in Connecticut for all the candidates (in- 
cluding St. .fohn and Butler, the "Fad" 
nominees,) was i:J7,-'.'i;i; in New der.sey, 
2(j0,75;i; in Indiana, 49.5,424; in New 
York, l,l()7,lt)!). These were considered 
pivotal points, and the vote of 1884 ex- 
ceeded the votes cast for Governor iu each 
State in 1886-86. All the Republican ma- 
jorities in the various States in which they 
were successful were, large, the lowest 
figures being 2,615. in Nevada (threo elec- 
toral votes), and 4,0()() in Now Manipsliire 
(four electoral votes). California (eiglit 
electoral votes) gave the Republicans l:!,- 
128; Illinois (twenty-two electoral vote.s) 
i-ecm-ded 25,ll!i; Maine (six eleet(jral 
votes) 20,000; Ohio (tweiity tliiee elector- 
al votes), :il,8()2; Orei,'!)!! (three electoral 
votes), 2,L'."jt;; Wi-icniisin (eleven electond 
votes), i4,(i;)8; iMioliigan (thirteen elec- 
toral votes), 4Si,i)M, and Minnesota 
(seventeen electoral votes), 41,779. It 
will thus be seen that the RepublicaiiD, 
should they by any possibility lose Ore 
gon and Nevada, and even California 
(aggregating thirteen ulecUmd votes), and 
cany Now York, tiioy w iuld will with a 
total of 201 electoral voles. Failing t(p 
carry New ^'nrk and liidianu, they would 
leave the J-)emoci';it.s with 2();i, even 
though till! Republicans carried New. Jer- 
sey and CuiiiiiH:! ii;ul ; and even iiioro ili.s 
astrons consfi|uenccs would follow .slioultl 
a defection lake jilace ill the Republican 
rank.s in < )hi<), Wiscon.siii, iMichigau and 
Minnesota.

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The speeches ot Sir Hector Langevin, 
Minister of Public Works, and of Sir.Iohu 
Thompson, Minister of Justice, at Hag 
eraville, Ontario, on Wednesday last wore 
pregnant with sigiiilicanco, being tlio lir.s| 
public utterances of a minister of the gov- 
ernment since PrcHldent Cleveland's re- 
taliatory threats were issued. They voiced 
the feelings of an almost united people- 
united at. least in a Ijolief that Canada 
must act in this emorgoncy with dignity, 
fully believing as she does that., retalia-, 
tion is a two-edged sword, lyhlohimay cut 
most deeply into the very life of the ng 
grosser. 

Sir Floctor Liuigevin aketclied the his- 
tory of the tishoriBS dispute, showing that 
the United States fell back on the treaty 
of 1818 of their own accord, and that 
Caiiada was maintaining her just rights. 
After a great deal of labor ' to adjust thit 
diflferences amicably hy treaty, the I'nitod 
States Senate frustrated their ed'oilH. 
Thou Cleveland followed that up ivith the 
threat • to punish Canada. What for :' 
Becau.te there was no treaty I It was not 
Canada's fault. The Prosidont wante<l 
to stop Can idian goods from coming over 
American railways in bond, because 
American tislieriiieii were not permitted 



■/.ens of Canada wore in no mood to sub- 
rait to the dictation of any foreign power. 
The liberal press in Toronto and Montreal 
was very plain in its statements. Ho ad- 
mitted that the President of the rnited 
States was a groat statesman; that lie was 
at the head of a great nation and that the 
words he uttered were ol tjn.'at resiii.nsi- 
bility. The policy of this country should In 
one of great prudeiee, with a desire tocou 
cdiate rather tb;in irritate, to be friendly 
rather than unfriendly with any foreign 
power in the world, but this was also a 
great country. All our citizens did not 
labor at developing the resources of the 
land; many Canadians looked to the 
trackless sea for their living, and when 
the rights of their fishermen were 
imposed upon it was their duly to uphold 
their rights ami the liouor of the crnintiy. 
AH that washebl uii as a reason for noii- 
intorciiurse w;is Canada's lefn.sal to per- 
mit -•Vmericaii li.shenuen to s..uid case.s of 
lish in I'.oiid over (.'anadian railway.s to the 
I'nited States. Tlie l iiited States chime 
t'lemaclves to g" back to the treaty of 
IHIS, and its provisions were beinsr en- 
torccd. There was nothing unfriendly in 
that. That their conduct in seizing Ameri- 
can vessels wa.s not harsh was borne out 
by the support of the British governmont 
<ui inquiry into every case. The Cnited 
States in 1818 tfave Hp the right to lish 
within the three mile limit. AmeriLau 
fishermen were to have no commercial 
privileges on the (.'.inailian slnu'e. They 
could not salt their lisli or buy supplies. 
They could only enter hai liors in ca.se of 
storm, or to ni.ake rep.iirs; Imt the reiuni- 
ciation of i-liese ju i\ llee. ^ w.is li.mejil by

The racing of trains between London 
and Edinburgh that lias attracted so much 
attention,' recently referred to iiivthe cbl- 
umnii of The OoioinsT, liiakos it of in- 
terest to know how fast the best trains 
are i'n~the " neighlioring Republic, or, per 
haps it would bo bettor to say whether it 
has any fast trains. Comparisons be- 
tween the two countries can hardly bo 
considered just, unless the greater ob- 
stacles to speed on Aiiiericaii roads are 
taken into account, .lounieysaro apt to 
be much longer in this country than in 
England. Grades there are easy; here 
they are as a rule very difHoult. This re- 
quires/heavy eoginos to 'make the grades 
and heavy cars for safety. The Americaii 
expects every comfort .while he is travel- 
ing; tho Englishman is willing to deny 
himself eveiy comfort to have what he 
calls tho "privacy" of a coinpartuiont ear. 
The English train looks as if it were made 
up of packing - bo.xes on wdieels ; the 
.•Vniericun tmiii is liand.somer, but tar 
heavier. 'When these disparities aro con- 
sidered, tho dill'eroncos in the relative 
speed of English and,«Amorican trains 
seem less marked. / Ttifi iBpilrmd fiazttU' 
publishes a table showing the speed of 
trains between the principal cities of tho 
United States. An examination of this 
yields some interesting results. It was 
found impossible to make allowances for 
stops in all cases, ao as to give the speed 
of the train while in motion only. The 
tigures give the average rate of speed as 
showu by the time actually coiisuined in 
the journey. This is the true standard, 
as the imiiortjmt point to the traveller is 
not how fast he travels at certain stages 
of the journey, but how long it 
takes him to reach his destination. Tho 
highest average of speed for the distance 
run is shown by a I'eiinsylvania train 
uiakiiig 43.1) miles an hour l>et ween New j 
York and Philadelphia. The fastesl train 
on tho Philadelphia and I lead im^ makes | 
the saiiii* journey, but. with many more j 
stops, in four minnle.s more, iiiakinu' ns 
averaue speed 42 miles. This is a short | 
run liowevi-r, The fastest train on the ■ 
New Vork Central makes the 441 miles 
between New York and Bull'alo at .in av 
erago of 41 miles por hour. The .fastest 
Erie train to the sainie point, witli a road 
18 miles shorter, makes an average of only 
32.5. The fastest Pennsylvania train 
from New York'to Pittsburg makes ;kS.li 
miles an hour, the run being jusl three 
miles longer than to IJnU'ah'. The Penn- 
sylvania "limited" between New ^'ork• 
and Washington makes the 22i; miles at 
an .-n erai,'e of 40..S miles an hour. Liut 
the fa.stesi New Voi-k Central and Lake 
Shore train between New York and Chi- 
cago makes more than four times that 
distance, or 98rmiles, at an average rate 
of 39. 1 miles. The Pennsylvania route is 
shorter by'69 miles, and to equal the Cen- 
tral's time of 2,"> hours, has only to make 
an average of IKi.o miles an hour. Some 
good time is made between New York and 
Boston. The fastest Boston and Albany 
train makes miles an hour, and the 
best Shore Line time is 38.2 miles. 
The average rate of speed on the West- 
ern roads is not of the highest. The fast- 
est, trains ending in ChicHgu area Wiscon- 
sin Central train, which, having a much 
longer route to Minneapolis than its rivals, 
makes ai.3 miles an hour to approach 
their time; three Kansas City trains on 
difleront roads, and two Omaha trains, 
all making tho same rate with trifling 
variations. These distances are all long^ 
from 400 to 500 miles. It is a fact of 
.some interest that although Southern 
railroads are renowned for slowness, the 
fastest Southern trains are faster than the 
fastest Western trains, and for long dis- 
tances. The Cincinnati, New Orleans and 
Texas Pacific uiakos 820 miles between 
Cincinnati ami Now Orleans, and the 
Louisville and Nashville 811 miles be- 
tween Louisville and New Orleans, both 
at an average sp^ed of a fraction oyer 32 
miles an hour. Those rates wiH doubtless 
increase as roijd-bedB improve and busi- 
ness grpiys. Past trains certainly stimu- 
Ittto travel tosoiife extent. But hpw to 
increase speed without a disproportionate 
increase of expense is a serious probjeni 
for the railroad managers.

Numerous Inipurtsut Questions llruueht For 
ward and Discussed— The SaUiects 
Well Put and Equally Well 
Answered. 



The board of trade meeting called for 
yoHlurday afternoon to meet Hon. Mac- 
kepzie Bowell, niiniater of niadiie, for the 

purpose of discussing various' matters re- 
lating to Victoria's progress, wtia well at- 
tended, there being a full repro-sentation 
of the niereaiitile, nmnufaeturiiig, and 
ship]iing interests. 

At throe o'clock Mr. Hobt. Ward, 
president of the board, called the meet- 
ing to order. He said that he only echoed 
the feelings of the board when he ex- 
pressed the gratiiicatiou it gave them to 
meet the lion, minister t)\at.,afternu6n. 
'I'hero was a grout deal more benelit to bo 
derived from onu personal interview than 
from mueh diplomatic c rrespondence, 
which perhaps only elicited the .stereo- 
typed reply that the matters referred to 
would receive ctmsideration. If he (Mr. 
W.) referred to various questions which 
had been brought bejforo , jiiui as chief oi 
the ilepartmontof customs ho Woiild kindly 
remember that Victoiiti contributed largely 
to the revenue of that department. The 
tirst ipiestions which he would bring to the 
iiiiiiisler's noticewere those in regard to the 
importation of contract labor into the 
Unit til States, and tho sniuggliug practiced 
by Indians returning from the other side. 

Hon. Mr. Buwell said it gave him a 
great deal of pleasure to have the oppor- 
tunity of exchanging opinions with the 
reprosonhktive men of Victoria. He had 
always found that such conferunces were 
productive of great gljud. .As Mr. I'resi- 
dout had romiirked, it was ditUcult to give 
matters submitted to tboin by correspond 
ence that proper consideratiuii to which 
they were untitled. While on I'liget 
Sound the other day tho Indians and 
their faniilios in canoes had dotted the 
water, and lie had been iuformerl tliat 
they were on Ihe way to the hoii-jiicking 
lields.

However, in coiivor.sation 
Villi their members, Messrs. IJakor and 
Prior, it had been determined to place 
several preventive otUcera along tiie 
coast for the purpose f»f intercepting 
simigglera. They must know that, a cut- 
ter could not detain a boat wdiile it was 
s.iiling between two porta. When the 
goods had been landed with thu evident 
iiileiitioii lo evade the oustoius laws, then 
it was possible to seize them. So far a.s 
contract labor was concerned, while it 
might bu of advantage hero to prevent 
foreigners contracting f or labor in the 
Dominion, in other |ioriioiis it ivould 
boa disadvantago. 'Ihe liiw, anyhow, 
was i'e;idily evaded by uinilling Ihe sign- 
ing of a contract in Uamida, Wiieii the 
labor reached the otiier aide the ei>ntract 
WHS entered into. If tho Americans de- 
sired the hd)or of the Indians for !iop- 
picking he had im doubt that they would 
secure it. With regard to the question of 
Indian smuggling, ho would bo glud to 
hear and note any suggestion from those 
present.

Vt'hile be would nol promise that ■ 
any of these luatlera would be carried out, j 
yet he could iLssure tlicni lliiit all would 
be placed bid'orf! his eolleaguea and would i 
receive fair eoiisideration. They must re- 
umiiiher that they were only one of tho | 
many cities who were making similar re- 
quests from the government, and it would j 
be impiissible tn meet thom all. i
